Amaranth Is e grate crop 
which waa cultivated in Cen- 
tral and South America aa far 
back as 8,000 years ago. Until 
the tfilh century it was an Im- 
portant Aztec staple. Recent 
studies have shown that this 
crop, which has a whole range 
of valuable properties, Is un- 
derestimated by present-day 
experts. In particular, It has a 
high resistance to drought. Its 
seeds and leaves contain high- 
quality protein nnd a high per- 
centage of lysine, a critically 
Imporiant amino acid which Is 
only found tn rather small 
quantities In most other grains. 
Its edible lenves tasto not un- 
like spinach and are soft and 
lender throughout the hot 
summer And amaranth flour, 
which smells like nuts, pro- 
duces nice biead and other 
cookies.

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Soviet-Austrian trade: 
results and prospects 


The 14th session of Ihe mix- 
ed USSR-Auslris commission on 
economic and scientific- techno- 
logical cooperation, which was 
held lo Moscow late last Sep- 
tember, has shown once again 
lhal the traditional friendly re- 
lations existing between the 
two states have a favourable 
Influence on mutual business 
ties In the most diverse fields. 

Last year the mutual trade 
volume — now the main form 
of economic cooperation — ex- 
ceeded the ono thousand mil- 
lion roubles mark tor the first 
time — reaching I.3G 1,000 mil- 
lion.. roubles. According to a 
preliminary estimate, the volu- 
me of trdde between Our two 
countries In the current year 
remains at about the 1981 level. 

Following the 13lh session of 
Ihe mixed commission, a num- 
ber of large contracts wero 
concluded tor deliveries of So- 
viet goods to Austria: among 
them 3,000 cars; 9,500 refrige- 
rators; one mlUlQQ tonnes of 
oil; 700 thousand tonnes of iron 
ore; 100 thousand tonnes of 
carbamide, etc. Last. June a 
new agreement was signed In 
Wanna on the. mito : conditions 
governing deliveries of . Soviet 
natural gas, according to which 
1,500 million cubic metros of 
gas will be supplied to Austria 
annually tor 25 years, starting . 
from 1984. The agremnefit pro- 
vides fhe buyer with the op-: 
portunlty of Increasing the : Im- 
port to 2,500 mWton cubic met-' 
res of gas annually. 


Tha 14ih session of the mix- 
ed commission noted with satis- 
faction that over recent years 
trade between the two coun- 
tries had started to acquire a 
more balanced nature end that 
it was lo be expected lhal the 
backlog in Austrian deliveries 
lo the USSR by comparison to 
Soviet exports lo Austria, will 
be considerably reduced over 
Hie next year. This evaluation 
of the development of Soviet- 
Ausirlan trade la based on the 
expected increase in deliveries 
of Austrian goods to tha USSR, 
and In the first place of machi- 
nes and equipment, in March 
1SB2, Met a !lu reimport and 
Vocsi- Alpine concluded a targe 
contract in Moscow providing 
for the construction ol n com- 
plete steel works In tho USSR 
for the production of as much 
os 500 thousand tonnes of tol- 
led steel and 200 thousand ton- 
nes or blanks annually. This 
will ba ihe first time that an 
Austrian .firm builds such a 
large industrial project In the 
USSR. Tha pktot should go Into 
operation before' .the tad of 
1984. • ,
